At one o’cloc'k a splendid supper was 
laid out fer the sovereigns and princes 
present on a central table in the banquet- 
ing hall It was surroi^nded with twelve 
minor tables for those of the guests who 
immediately attended their majesties 
and highnesses. Were it not a very dizzy, 
whirligig comparison, all these tables and 
distinguished parties could be compared 
toJesser plants revolving round great big 
stars. 

At tbe end of the supper a Scotch piper, 
brought over by the Duke of Edinburg, 
iilayed his wildest mountain tunes. The 
Empress seemed delighted with him. 

At 2 o’clock the Emperor and Empresss 
left tbe Embassy, through the garden, 
which was magnificently illuminated, and 
an entire grove of white cameliashad been 
planted on her passage from the ball room 
to their carriage. The arms of England 
and Wales stood out in colored illumina- 
tions everywhere. 

Tulle, especially white, was the striking 
feature; but all robes were differently 
trimmed, although with about tbe same

The Case ok A. M. Waddell. — Our 
readers will remember that on the 4th of 
June, A. M. Waddell shot W. J. Owens in 
the barroom of the Louisville Hotel, in- 
flicting a serious wound. Tbe case was 
called yesterday morning in the City 
Court. Owens was not able to be present 
but all the witnesses were. The City At- 
torney, Mr. W. G. Rcasor, conducted tha 
prosecut'on, and Messrs. Reed, Kinney 
and J. Hop Price for the defense. The 
first witness sworn for the prosecution 
was C. W. Allfriend, who testified as fol- 
lows; 

Was at the' Louisville Hotel on the 4th 
of June, between 10 and 11 o'clock in the 
morning. Had just concluded selling 
pools, and was standing at the bar when 
Waddell came in. I put my hand on his 
shoulder and spoke to him, but he merely 
said, “How are you,” and passed on. He 
appeared t^k'd. He pas*ed some fifteen 
feet beyo^^me, and spoke to Owens. 

1 saw bis lips move, but could not 
tell what he said. Almost immedi- 
ately I heard a pistol shot. I think 
Waddell put his band behind him as he 
commenced speaking to Owens. Owens 
was standing at the lunch table. It was not 
at the most over two minutes from the 
time that Waddell spoke to Owens before j 
the shot was fired. I did not see Owens ' 
after he was shot. Waddell was a regular J 
attendant at the pool selling and 1 owed 
him the money for several pools. I 

The next witness was Mr. J. W. Pearson. 
Was present at the Louisville Hotel on ' 
the morning referred to. I heard no con- 1 
versation. Was standing about five feet 
from the parties. The first I heard was 
some one say “stand back, gentlemen.’’ 
Saw Waddell fire a pistol at Owens. The 
shot took effect in Owens’s right arm and 
left eye. The ball pa.«sed through the 
arist and cut out the eye. Owens threw 
up his arm just before he fell. I did not 
see Waddell. As soon as I bear'd the re- 
mark I heard the shot. It was all ilone 
very quickly. 

Dr. J. W. Benson, sworn. — Was called 
to see W. J. Owens on the evening of the 
-tth of June. Found him lying on the 
bar-room floor, supported by some gentle- 
men. He was wounded in the right fore- 
arm and in the left eye. The ball lodged 
in the left temple. It was a very serious 
wound. Know nothing of the aflfair. The 
ball was a half-ounce ball, and passed di- 
rectly through the forearm, shattering the 
hones of the wrist. 

John Duvall, sworn. — Kesi<le in Nash- 
vill. Was at the Louisville Hotel on the 
morning of the 4th of June. Was sitting 
on a table at the far end of the counter. 
Eid not see IVaddell when he entered. 

C wens was at the lunch table. Heard 
some one say, “you have denou need me, 
and threatened my life.’’ When Waddell 
said this, I think Owens made a pass with 
his arm, as if to draw a weapon. 1 
jumped from the table OS' to the right, as 
I feared that shooting was to be 
done, and I did not wish to be 
in range. I was considerably excited. 
Did not see Waddell draw a pistol. When 
I saw him he was walking hack from the 
bar. Heard no one say “Stand back.” 
Saw Owens's wound in the eye. but did 
not see his arm. I was ten feet from 
Owens. When I jumped oflf the table I 
thought there w^Id be shooting, and it is 
generally wild. Ithought I was in danger. 
When the words were first spoken they 
were near together. Both stepped back 
and Owens made a pass as if drawing a 
wea)>on. I thought he was arme<L 

Officer Jacob Cave, sworn — Saw Wad- 
dell on the morning of the 4th of June. 
He was near the corner of Sixth and Jef- 
ferson. He called me, and said; “Jake, I 
have shot a man, and I surrender myself 
into your custody.” He handed his pis- 
tol to Mr. Kaye. 

Tbe prosecution here rested their cose, 
and the witnesses for the defeasq were 
called. 

Officer Thomas Slater^ bworn.^Know 



day before the shooting. I was at Fifth ' 
and Main when the shooting occurred. I 
went down to tbe Hotel immediately. 

Mr James La Rue, sworn — Knew both 
parties. Talked with Owens. Told him , 
that I had heard that he had threatened 
Blakey, Riddleberger aod Waddell, and 
that he had laid himself liable to be killed. ; 
I advised him to keep still. He denounced 
them again. 1 advised him to leave town. 
That was the substance of the conversation. 

1 told him they were bound to kill him in 
self-defense. He said he was not 
armed, but said he would denounce 
them if he met them. Said he would 
not take back anj thing. He didn't 

care a ^darnn whether he was killed 
or not. Owens' reputation of late is that 
of a dangerous man.

Mike Metz, sworn — Know Owens hv 
sight. Heard him say that Waddell. 
Blakey, and Riddleberger were all the 
biM'd names he could lay his tongue to, 
and that he would have revenge before he 
left the city.’ This occurred at the Bal- 
lard House. Owens had been drinking. 

Mr. Ben. Miller, sworn. — Knew Waddell 
and Owena Heard Owens aay on Mon- 
• day afternoon that these three men, Wad- 
dell, Blakey, aad Kiddleburger, were 
thieves, Ac. He denounced them bitterly. 
He said he was not armed then, but he 
would he as soon as his friend came from 
tbe races. I told Waddell what Owena 
had said, and warned him of his danger. 

I know that Owens is a violent man by 
reputation. 

Mr. John Long, sworn. — Know Waddell 
and tiwens. Was with the previons wit- 
noss at the Ballard House. Heard Owens 
denounce them, and say that he had shot 
one man, and intended to give Waddell a 
turn before the races were over. I told 
Waddell as he came from the race-track. 
Owens 8 reputation is that of a dangerons 
man.

We have seen a popular ' 
scientific lecturer pour iron in fine powder 
out into the air, and it took fire of itself, 
which gunpowder will not do. He then 
held up a large bunch of iron filings, set 
them on fire with a match, and they burn- 
ed like tinder, falling down in splendid 
bnrning flakes. All this was in the open - 
air and without the aid of chemicals. I
